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game a false statement concerning his citizenship or residence, 
and thereby obtain such a license therefor as only citizens or 
residents of this state are entitled to, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than five hundred dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than four 
months nor more than one year, or in the state prison not ex-
ceeding one year. 

This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
